Macka.v brought lier to Kingston Sind from England 
in 11M)2. Aeronaut ran his initial race at Slieeps- 
liead Bay. June 17. 1!M>4. in the name of W’. S. 
Fansliawe, His only winning race as a two-year- 
old was at Saratoga, when be beat a big field of 
maidens in eas.v fashion. Aeronaut passed into the 
liands of the Johnsons the following spring, and 
his first appearance bearing the scarlet jacket 
and black cap was at Jamaica, April 29.
